variety of candy made up partially of 
fruits which, it has been found, has 
been “doctored." 
Secretary of Agriculture Fred Ras­ 
mussen, and Director James Foust, of 
the State Bureau of Foods, will con­ 
duct a rigid investigation of the kind 
of candies sold all over the State, and 
most especially of the kinds commonly 
sold to school children. 
Some reports of candy either not 
manufactured with care, or from im ­ 
pure or banned ingredients have been 
received, nearly all of them concerning 
goods shipped in 
from outside the 
State. 
It is said that as a result of 
cooperation launched 
several years 
ago with Pennsylvania manufacturers, 
the candy made in this State has been 
within requirements.

Ichneumon Cherished in India Because 


of the Number of Deadly Rep­ 


tiles It Makes Away With. 


Smile thousands of people are killed 
every year in India by snake bites. 
These venomous creatures are Indeed 
one of the curses of that beautiful 
land, all the more so that .from their 
stealthy, silent methods of progress it is 
Impossible to say when an attack from 
one of them may he expec ted. 
An offi­ 
cer who Incautiously allowed himself 
to fall asleep on the edge of the Jungle, 
was horrified upon waking up to find 
that a large serpent had coiled itself 
about his knees. 
Afraid to move a 
finger for fear of irritating the crea­ 
ture, he silently prepared to meet his 
fate quietly and bravely as he could. 
Of a sudden the serpent raised its 
head as a rustle was heard among the 
herbage, and in an instant one of the 
troublesome little chicken-thieving spe­ 
cies of animals known as the lchnetk-

mon jumped on its head and bit deep­ 
ly Into tile hafk of Its n**c*k. 
The 
snake speedily released Hie officer, and 
a terrible tight wi*nt on lect ween the 
two.

neumon ninkes use of as an antidote 
to snake poison. 
Its discovery would 
speedily iuske a fortune for the lucky 
finder In India. 
The ichneumon is 
cherished for Its hatred of all snakes 
and also because it destroys large num­ 
bers of crocodile eggs. 


Planters Import Monkeys.

monkeys 
recently 
picked Hie harvest of coconuts from 
tile trees of tile plantation of Fred 
I’ape, “coconut king,” at Rio de J a ­ 
neiro, Brazil. 
A gummy substance at­ 
tacked Hie tr«K*s, and natives could not 
climb them to pick the nuts. 
Tile monkeys were Imported from 
the interior of South America. Work­ 
ers shooed them up the trees and be­ 
gun throwing stones at tile animals.
